Excerpt From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session, 


(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 


(b) a copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, 

with publication proved by a statu- 

tory declaration or affidavit to the 

satisfaction of the Clerk of the 

House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
ic the Clerk of the House the sum of 

300. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first 10 days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be $600. If the Bill shall not 
pass second reading, one-half of the fees 
shall be returned. 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it Lane § particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto, 
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(4) The publication of such notice sha!l 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills or Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 


(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 


107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, On good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 
10% inches by 7% inches. There shall 
be a marginal number every fifth line of 
each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 


In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time.

“(ii) Before exercising the powers un- 
der subsection (i) the Regional Board 
shall obtain the written consent of the 
Director of each electoral area thereby 
affected to the provision of lighting for 
highways proposed to be undertaken for 
such electoral areas, or defined areas 
thereof, and shall, by by-law, a copy of 
which shall be deposited in the office of 
the Inspector of Municipalities, name the 
participating member municipalities and 
in the event a defined area of an 
electoral area is designated a participating 
member municipality, such defined area 
shall be defined by metes and bounds 
description in the said by-law and the 
said by-law shall declare the electoral 
areas, or defined areas thereof, to be a 
lighting for highways service unit. 

“3. Unless the assent of the owners of 
land has been first obtained to the by-law 
referred to in paragraph 2 (ii) hereof 
with the approval of the Inspector of 
Municipalities as if it were a by-law 
under section 784 (7) of the Municipal 
Act, the annual net cost attributable to 
this function shall not exceed, in any 
electoral area, or defined area thereof, 
declared by the said by-law to be a light- 
ing for highways service unit, the product 
of 2 mills on taxable assessed values for 
school purposes in the current year, ex- 
cluding property that is taxable for school 
purposes only by special Act, within such 
lighting for highways service unit. 

“4. The annual net cost attributable to 
this function shall be apportioned between 
the member municipalities making up 
each lighting for highways service unit 
referred to in paragraph 2 (ii) hereof, on 
the basis of assessment as fixed for the 
current year which may be taxed for 
school purposes, excluding property that 
is taxable for school purposes only by 
special Act. 

“5. With the approval of the Inspector 
of Municipalities first had and obtained 
the amount requisitioned under subsection 
(4) of section 784 of the Municipal Act 
for the purposes of this function, shall be 
assessed and levied on improvements only. 

“6. No debt, other than temporary 
current borrowing shall be incurred for 
the purposes of this function. 


“Division X X1X—House Numbering 


“1. The member municipalities of Elec- 
toral Areas A, B, C, D, E, F, I, and J 
participate and share in the cost of the 
function of the regional district provided 
by this Division; provided, however, that 
no electoral area shall participate and 
share in the cost unless house numbering 
has been undertaken within the bound- 
aries of the electoral area. 

“2. The regional district may, with 
respect to the member municipalities re- 
ferred to in paragraph 1, exercise the 
powers of section 514 (1) (h) of the 
Municipal Act; provided, however, that 
before exercising the powers under this 
section, the Regional Board shall obtain 
the written consent of the Director of 
each electoral area thereby afiected to the 
proposed house numbering to be under- 
taken for such electoral areas. 

“3. Subject to paragraph 1 the annual 
net cost attributable to this function shall 
be apportioned among the participating 
member municipalities on the basis of 


assessment which may be taxed in the 
current year for school purposes, exclud- 
ing property that is taxable for school 
purposes only by special Act, and unless 
the assent of the owners of land has been 
first obtained, the annual net cost attribu- 
table to this function shall noi exceed, in 
any electoral area, the product of 2 mills 
on taxable assessed values for school pur- 
poses in the current year, excluding prop- 
erty that is taxable for school purposes 
only by special Act. 

“4. No debt, other than temporary 
current borrowing, shall be incurred by 
the regional district for the purposes of 
this function, 

“5. Until the budget for the year 1976 
is adopted, the sums of money which may 
be borrowed to meet the current lawful 
expenditures of the regional district for 
the purposes of this function shall be as 
determined by the Inspector of Munici- 
palities.” 

Paragraph 1 of Division XXVII— 
Specified Area of supplementary Letters 
Patent issued on the 22nd day of May 
1975, shall be deemed to be amended by 
adding the words “and for the purpose of 
providing street-lighting’ so that the 
paragraph reads as follows: 

“1. As and from the date of these 
supplementary Letters Patent the area 
hereinafter described as being the former 
Little River Improvement District be 
established as a specified area for the 
acquisition, maintenance, and operation 
of works for waterworks purposes and for 
all matters incidental thereto and for the 
purpose of providing street-lighting.”:

And whereas pursuant to the provi- 
sions of section 798H a notice by the 
Comptroller of Water Rights directed to 
the Inspector of Municipalities transferred 
the administration of the Port Clements 
Improvement District effective December 
23, 1975, to the Department of Municipal 
Affairs: 

And whereas all other conditions and 
requirements of section 10 of the Munici- 
pal Act have been complied with: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that the resi- 
dents of the area hereinafter described 
shall, on, from, and after the date hereof, 
be incorporated as a village municipality 
(hereinafter referred to as the “munici- 
pality”) under the said Municipal Act, 
and under and subject to the provisions 
hereinafter contained or referred to:

4. There shall be paid from the Con- 
solidated Revenue Fund to the munici- 
pality an amount equal to one-half of the 
taxes levied under Part II of the Taxation 
Act for the year 1975 upon the real 
property within the municipality. 

5. Until the first elected council takes 
office the present Trustees of the former 
Port Clements Improvement District are 
deemed to be the interim council with the 
exception of Flora May Purjue and Sam 
Stanko shall serve in her place; the 
Chairman shall be the Mayor. 

6. The term of office of each member 
of the interim council shall extend from 
the date of these Letters Patent until the 
first elected council takes office following 
the first election, but if in the meantime 
any vacancy on the interim council oc- 
curs, the Lieutenant-Governor in Council 
may appoint some other person to hold 
office for the unexpired portion of such 
term of office. 

7. A quorum of the interim council is 
three. 

8. Subject to these Letters Patent, the 
interim council shall have all the powers 
and duties of council under the Municipal 
Act and other applicable Acts. 

9. The election of members of the 
first elected council of the municipality 
shall be conducted in the manner pro- 
vided for annual elections by the Munici- 
pal Act, and, except as otherwise herein 
provided, the provisions of the Municipal 
Act apply to the first election, and for the 
first election provisions shall be made for 


(a) the election of a Mayor, to hold 
office on and from the day of the 
first meeting of the first elected 
council until noon on the first 
Monday after the first day of 
January 1978, or until his suc- 
cessor is sworn in; 

the election of two Aldermen who 
shall be the candidates polling the 
two highest number of votes, each 
to hold office on and from the day 
of the first meeting of the first 
elected council until noon of the 
first Monday after the first day of 
January 1978, or until a sufficient 
number of members of council 
have been sworn in to make up a 
quorum; and 

the election of two Aldermen who 
shall be the candidates polling the 
two next highest number of votes, 
each to hold office on and from the 
first meeting of the first elected 
council until noon of the first 
Monday after the first day of 
January 1977, or until a sufficient 
number of members of council 
have been sworn in to make up a 
quorum; 

the election of a Regional Board 
Director who shall be nominated 
and elected in accordance with 
section 57A of the Municipal Act 
from among the candidates nomi- 
nated for Mayor and Alderman; 
in the event no poll is required to 
elect the Alderman, the Returning 
Officer shall determine which can- 
didates shall hold office for the 
term specified in clause (b) and 
which candidates shall hold office 
for the term specified in clause (c) 
of this paragraph.

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10. The persons qualified to vote at 
the first election and to have their names 
entered on the list of electors of the 
municipality shall be those who are quali- 
fied under Part II of the Municipal Act. 

11. The interim council shall cause to 
be prepared, corrected, revised, and certi- 
fied in accordance with the Municipal Act 
the list of electors to be used at the 
election of members of the first elected 
council, providing that notwithstanding 
the dates specified in section 47A of the 
Municipal Act, the Court of Revision 
shall sit and complete the said list not 
later than the 19th day of January 1976. 

12. Any elector whose name appears 
as an elector on the list of electors for the 
current year of any municipality, includ- 
ing the City of Vancouver or regional 
district within the Province, is qualified 
to be nominated, elected, and to hold 
office as a member of the first elected 
council. 

13. The interim council at its first 
meeting shall appoint a Returning Officer 
for the election of members of the first 
elected council. 

14. The interim council may appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are 
required to preside at the respective poll- 
ing places or delegate to the Returning 
Officer the power to appoint such Deputy 
Returning Officers and otherwise arrange 
for the holding of the first election. 

15. The first meeting of the interim 
council shall be held at the call of the 
Mayor, and the Returning Officer shall 
determine the day, time, and place of the 
first meeting of the first elected council. 

16. Nominations for members of the 
first elected council shall be held at the 
offices of the Port Clements Fire Hall on 
the 2nd day of February 1976, from 10 
o’clock in the forenoon to 12 o’clock 
noon, 

17. Polling, if any, at the first election 
shall be held at a place or places to be 
determined by the Returning Officer, on 
the 21st day of February 1976, from 8 
o’clock in the forenoon to 8 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 


18. The Returning Officer shall deter- 
mine the day, time, and place of the first 
meeting of the first elected council. 

19. All the assets, both real and per-

A By-law to Authorize Expropriation of 
Certain Real Property in the City of 
Grand Forks for Dyking purposes 


WHEREAS The Corporation of the 
City of Grand Forks is empowered by vir- 
tue of section 520 of the Municipal Act, 
R.S.B.C. 1960, and amending Acts, to 
expropriate real property to construct a 
dyke:
